He recommends that their charters be 
revoked and that they be ousted from 
the state. In his report he holds that 
the supreme court has the authority to 
make the ruling of ouster. 


Began Suit Two Years Ago. 


Attorney General Hadley filed the 


suit in the supreme court two years 
ago, charging that the Standard Oil 
company, the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany and the Republic Oil company 
were in a trust and were parties to a 
conspiracy to control the price of oil 
and petroleum 
products in Missouri 


and to limit and prevent, competition 
in the oil business. 
Judge Anthony, 


of Fredericton. Mo., 
was appointed 


by the supreme court to take testi- 
mony and report his findings to the 
court. More than a year has been oc- 
cupied in the taking of the testimony, 
witnesses having been examined in 
New York. St. Louis and other cities. 
In his report to the court. Judge An- 
thony reviews in detail the testimony 
showing the organization and conduct 
of the companies. He reports to the 
court that the evidence shows that in 
1901 the Standard. Waters-Pierce and 
Republic companies entered into an 
agreement which continued to exist 
up to the time of the filing of the suit.

How to Wash Hosiery to Prevent Color Fading 


Almost any woman thinks she knows 


how to wash stockings, but the truth 
is that many a nice pair of black hose 
are old before their time because of 
the way they are rubbed. 


In the matter of children's hosiery, 


it is of the utmost importance that the 
best method should be used, for the 
stockings of little ones are constantly 
in evidence, and when well washed 
last longer as well as look better. 


The two most common mistakes are 


made in nsir.s very hot water and rub- 


ins on soap. 
The latter especially 


should never be done even though the 
lather is made on the wrong side. 


The water should he no mono than 


lukewarm, and all hosiery should be 
turned wrons; side out. A little borax 
should j;o into the water and a good 
suds be made with a pure laundry 
soap. 


Ir.to-this put the stockings and let 


them stay for ten minutes. Then with 
the hands rub briskly together, but do 
not use a lioard. 
Throw into fresh 


v:Uer that has nothing but borax and 
rub them again.

Human Life Cheaper Than 


Good 
Bails — Trust 


Arraigned. 


New York, May 24.—"It is perhaps 


safe to say that there is no more 
striking example' in this country oC 
the dangerous and harmful possibil- 
ities of a. great corporation than that 
which is now being afforded by the 
United States Steel corporation in its 
attitude toward demands for sound 
rails." 


This is the opening statement of a 


most drastic arraignment of the steel 
corporation which is made in the cur- 
rent issue of the Railroad Gazette in 
an article entitled "For Better Hails." 
The Gazette is one of the leading rail- 
road and technical 
journals of this 


country and Europe.. It is published 
in this city and in London, and in both 
countries it has a wide circulation and 
wields a powerful influence. In deal- 
ing with the question the publication 
does not mince words and calls things 
by their right names when occasion 
requires. 


Calls Acts Deliberate. 


"There is no individual or combina- 


tion of individuals," the article con- 
tinues, "which knows better how to 


Clares that there are two points which 
are noteworthy In the controversy: 


"First, the" criminal willingness oE 


the steel corporation 
and. the com- 


panies allied with it to manufacture 
rails that cost human life; second, the 
attitude almost equally criminal on 
the part of many high railroad officers 
to ignore the 
plain truths that are 


being brought before them by their 
superintendents and chief engineers." 


Attention is called to the fact that 


during the first three months of the 
year 495 rails of the 100-pound section 
were broken and were removed from 
the Lake Shore's main line and 475 
from the New York Central's main 
line in the same period; that in the 
entire state of New York during the 
first quarter of the 
year a total of 


1,295 
rails of the 100-pound section 


were broken. 


Calls Record Disgraceful. 


"A disgraceful record," declares the 


journal, "for which the steel corpora- 


make a good rail than does the United 
States Steel 
corporation, 
with its 


splendid army of experts. Neverthe- 
less, it knowingly makes rails which 
break and kill people. 
The tops of 


the ingots are not being cropped off 
below the 
point 
where high phos- 


phorus and impurities are found." 


The statement of Mr. Schwab to the 


effect that 
rails 
are manufactured 


from specifications prepared anil pre- 
sented by .the 
railroad 
companies 


themselves is thus dealt with:

"Specifications as furnished by the 


railroad companies are totally disre- 
garded and rails, especially in the 
aew and heavier 
sections, 
arc fur- 


nished with spots in them so full of 
impurities and so brittle that they 
must necessarily break when subject- 
ed to the strain of traffic. 
The steel 


company declines to take cognizance 
of the fact because this would mean 
a considerable reduction in the out- 
put, although no important loss in ma- 
terial."Broken Rails Are Shown. 


The article Is accompanied by two 


pases of illustrations showing broken 
rails which have succumbed to the 
strain in various ways. It Is also sup- 
plemented by a score of letters from 
railroad presidents and officials whose 
names are withheld, hut whose offl- 


, cial standing is given, all denouncing 
I the character of the steel rails which 


are being furnished. The article has 


I caused a great stir in financial circles 
and it is stated that the Gazette made 
the indictment, just, as strong as pos- 
sible to give the steel corporation tho 
opportuniJv of bringing Iceal action if 


unjustly or be- 


, 


tion was mainly responsible." 


Attention is called to the fact that 


during February Edward H. Harriman 
reported 449 rails broken on his sys- 
tem. The article then continues: 


"It is obvious that such a state of 


affairs as this cannot 
continue, for 


public safety is involved. Since the 
year 1901 it has not been possible for 
railroad companies to have their speci- 
fications adhered to. The tremendous 
increase in breakages during these 
years when the stsel corporation has 
had the matter in its own hands is 
shown by the fact that during Janu- 
ary, February and March, 1907, 836 
rails were broken and taken from the 
tracks in the state of New York, 
against 29 rolled in the years previous 
to 1901 which broke during the same 
period. This record may be directly 
characterized ns disgraceful. 


Heavy Rails Are Worst. 


It is stated that the only answer the 


steel corporation has 
made is the 


statement. that, a heavier rail, possibb 
a 150-pound rail, is needed. Tho Ga 
zette declares that this is foolish, be 
cause the records show that the heav 
lest breakage has been with the 100 
pound rails, the 80-pound rails having 
stood the strain much better. 


The rails of today are deficient, 1 


is claimed, owing to three 
causes 


which are stated to be as follows: 


"1. Phosphorus 
and 
impurities 


which collect in the top of the Ingot 
during cooling 
requires that about 


one-third of the ingot should be cut 
off before the rails are rolled. 


"2. With the Bessemer process and 


the ores now used It is extremely dif- 
ficult to keep down the phosphorus. 


"3. In tho efforts for output, rails 


are being finished at too high a tem- 
perature, and are not receiving enough 
work in the rolls." 


It is also charged that although the 


sleel corporation flatly refuses to 
make rails according to railroad speci- 
fications, it is selling steel rails In 
Japan st.SlO a ton less than in the 
United States and is making them nc-1 
cording to the specifications required 
bv the Japanese. In connection with 
the article in the Gazette 5t is recalled 
that there have

wrecks lately 
which 
have been 


charged to broken rails. One was a 
wreck of the Twentieth Century lim- 
ited, another of the Pennsylvania Spe- 
cial, both cighteen-hour trains

A Plank Drag. 


This drag Is made from two pieces of ten or twelve-Inch plonk, two or 


three Inches thick and eight or nine feet long, re-enforced by two-Inch by 
fix-Inch strip. The cross braces nrft four-Inch sticks shaped to fit a two- 
Inch hole. A board Is layed on the cross nieces for the driver to stand 
upon. A trailing log may or may not be used. It serves to smooth the 
surface and distribute the mud that may puss by the drag. 


If the drag cuts In too much, 


shorten the hitch. 


The amount of earth that the drag 


will carry nlonR can be very consid- 
erably controlled by tho driver, ac- 
cordingly as he stands near the cut- 
ting end or away from It. 


When the roads are first dragged 


after a very muddy spell, the wagons 
should drive, If possible, to one side 
until the roadway has a chance to 
freeze or partially dry out. 


The best results from dragging are 


obtained only by repeated applica- 
tions.

corn is grown. 


The damage to the growing corn 


and the consequent loss of grain by 
checking the growth of the plant 
cannot, of course, be estimated, but 
that the damage runs into millions 
of bushels cannot be doubted. 


Too many farmers have yet to learn 


that deep plowing In the corn field 
should be done before planting and 
not after. 
When it Is known that 


corn roots penetrate the ground, and 
hard ground at that, to the depth of 
three feet or more, and also spread 
out on each side for an equal dis- 
tance the damage from deep plowing 
Is apparent. 


If corn Is cultivated deeply and the 


plow runs close to the plant, the 
lateral roots being broken, those not 
disturbed go deeper Into the soil. But 
the reduction In the number of roots 
of course, lessens the ability of the 
plant to take up moisture and plant 
food and the result Is to dwarf the 
plant and reduce the yield of corn. 


If the seed bed has been put Into 


first class condition the first cultivation 
can be moderately deep because the 
roots will not have attained a growth 
sufficient to be much damaged, but as 
he season advances cultivation shoulc 
Become shallower, and toward the 
close of the growing period a dus 
mulch can be maintained by cultiva- 
tion of an inch In depth. 


Tho dust mulch, by the way, Is 


really the right thing for the conaer 
vatlon of moisture. If corn can be cul 
tlvated lightly Immediately after each 
rain, weeds will not only be kept down 
but moisture will be retained In th 
soli much longer than If cultivation I 
put off two or three days.

There la no doubt that corn 
may, In dry seasons, be Injured to 
the extent of several bushels per 
acre by setting the cultivator shovel 
deeply to cut the roots and admit air 
to the sub soil. 


Plan to harrow the 


ground lightly between the time of 
planting and the appearance of the I 
corn. This will keep down tlie weeds 
to a great extent and will make after 
cultivation much easier. 
The right 


way to fight weeds is to go at them 
before they attain any considerable 
size and keep at them until the corn 
Is laid by. 


Many farmers believe that corn 


should not be cultivated more than 
two or three times at the most during 
the season, but we have observed that 
every phenomenal yield of corn In 
prize contests was the result of con- 
stant and frequent cultivation, be- 
ginning before the plant was up and 
ceasing only when it Is so large as to 
be endangered by further work. 


The last cultivation of corn shoulc 


be done In such a manner as to leave 
the ground as nearly level as possible.

better equipped to stand competition 
and low prices and yet succeed by in- 
creasing those branches he finds most

The waste is thus much poorer In 


food constituents than the stalks, and 
is doubtless less digestible than the 
part consumed but still possesses con- 
siderable value for feeding purposes, 
provided it can be rendered palatable 
to the animal. 


Shredding would no doubt result in 


more complete consumption of the 
stalks, and, according to the New Jer- 
sey Station, at least five-sixths of tha 
30 per cent waste in feeding dried 
cornstalks, as indicated in the experi- 
ments, could be prevented by using 
a silo. Besides 12 per cent more milk 
could be produced from the silage 
than from the dried stalks.
